2. Claims 1, 3-4, 8-16, 18, and 55 are allowed. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art is to Faaland (U.S. Patent No. 5524077). Faaland teaches a task 
execution support system for supporting the execution of a task composed of a plurality of works 
executed by a plurality of workers comprises memory means for memorizing tasks with contents 
of respective works of respective workers associated with each other and task information 
management means for changing a work of related other worker in response to the input of 
changed contents and memorized contents of the memory when the contents of a work are 
changed. However, fails to teach relating the plurality of member suborders by a set of P 
precedence criteria, where P is > 0, the precedence criteria identifying a predecessor sub-order to 
be started or completed prior to starting the member sub-order as recited in independent claim as 
recited in independent claims 1 and 16.
